Low Level of Overseas Trade 
in September 


EPTEMBER is normally a month when United Kingdom overseas trade is at a relatively low 

S level. Exports continue to be affected by industrial holidays, and the combination of crop 
and climatic factors which influence the movement of many of the major i 

tends to produce a total level of imports usually lower than for any other month except February. 

This year these factors were reinforced by the shortness of the period (24 pases days) covered 

by the export figures, while both exports and imports were slightly affected by the

United Kingdom exports, at {222-3 million, were over £31 million ‘Sais than in August. Since 
the period covered by the August figures had 27 working days there was only a small decline in terms 
of a daily rate between the two months.

In the first nine months of 1956 the total value of exports, £2,332 million, was still, despite the 
lower third quarter, 10 per cent. more than in the corresponding period of 1955. Excluding the special 
item of silver bullion repayments to the United States this year, amounting by September to Sop 
£15 million, the increase was a little over 9 per cent. 

Imports in September amounted to {295-2 million. This was over £27 million less than in 
August, a more than normal seasonal fall. The monthly average of imports in the third quarter, 
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£3123 million, was 5 pér cent. below the monthly rate in the first 
half year. For the nine months January-September 1956 the total 
value of imports, £2,914 million, was 1 per cent. more than in the 
same period of 1955. 

Re-exports, at £9:2 million in September, were £1 million more 
than in August, but still well below the level of the first half year. 
Over the first nine months of the year they were 26 per cent. up on 
the same period of 1955. Shipments of rubber to the Soviet Union 
were resumed in September at about the same level in quantity as in 
the first half of the year, but at much lower prices. 

With fairly similar falls in both imports and exports, the visible 
trade deficit in September of £63-:7 million was only £3 million

more than in August. The average deficit in the third quarter of 
£56°1 million was £5 million more than the monthly rate in the first 
half year. In the first nine months of 1956 together, however, the total 
deficit of £474 million was £204 million less than in January- 
September 1955. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


The fall in imports in September was equally divided between 
arrivals from the non-sterling world and from the sterling area, 
but there was a rather greater reduction in total exports (including 
re-exports) to the sterling area than to non-sterling countries. Both 
exports to, and imports from, the non-sterling world fell by the 
same amount in September. Total exports to the dollar area were 
well maintained, and exports to O.E.E.C. countries also showed a 
less-than-average decline. The reduction in imports was predom- 
inantly from ‘other non-sterling countries,’ with lower arrivals 
of softwood, meat, fruits and vegetables, and non-ferrous metals. 


The fall in imports from the sterling area in September was due 
to (mainly seasonally) smaller arrivals of raw wool, cereals, fruits and 
vegetables, and metal ores. The lower level of total exports resulted 
from reduced shipments to India, New Zealand and Australia 
in particular. The whole of the increase in the visible trade deficit 
in September related to trade with the sterling area, bringing the 
sterling deficit to £6} million; the deficit with non- -sterling countries 
remained at £57 million. 


Exports 
Exports of manufactured goods fell rather more steeply between 
August and September than did United Kingdom exports as a 


whole; exports of food, etc., were higher and shipments of fuels were 
well maintained. 

Amongst manufactures, the sharpest decline was in engineering 
products, the sector which has been the most buoyant this year. 
Exports of ships.and boats and railway vehicles were much lower 
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in September, machinery showed about’ the average decline, but 
exports of road vehicles and aircraft were comparatively high for 
the shorter working month. Exports of aircraft were unchanged from 
the August figure of £5 million, but still well below the level of the 
first half year. Shipments of cars and chassis were 9} per cent. down 
in September, at £7:7 million, but commercial vehicles and chassis 
were only marginally lower, at £6°4 million. Exports of cycles fell 
rather steeply, however. In the metals group, shipments of non- 
ferrous metals, at £8 million, maintained the average level of the 
first eight months of the year. Manufactures of metals were sharply 
lower, however, owing to much reduced exports of arms and 
ammunition. 

Exports of textiles, including wool tops, declined in September 
by the average for manufactures as a whole (15 per cent.). Shipments 
of wool yarns and fabrics and tops fell rather more steeply, but cotton 
yarns and fabrics and miscellaneous textile manufactures were less 
affected. Exports of ‘other manufactures,’ excluding silver bullion 
repayments to the United States, fared best of the main commodity 
groups. Shipments of chemicals fell only moderately and amongst 
miscellaneous manufactured articles exports of musical instruments, 
etc., were higher. 

The rise in the food, beverages and tobacco class in September 
was due to higher shipments of whisky, particularly to the United 
States. 


Imports 

The fall in imports in September was shared by all the main classes 
of commodities; arrivals of basic materials and fuels were rather 
sharply down, while food, etc., and manufactures showed more 
modest decreases. 
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In the food, beverages and tobacco class, imports of fruits. and 
vegetables, in accordance with the usual seasonal trend, were sub- 
stantially lower in September. Arrivals of cereals and of sugar were 
also well below the levels of earlier in the year, and there was some 
decline in imports of meat. Imports of raw cocoa were 
very low. These reductions were offset, however, by the steep 
rise in arrivals of tobacco which usually takes place at this time of 
year. 

Amongst basic materials, imports of timber fell back from the 
August peak, with a seasonal decline in arrivals of softwood. Imports 
of raw wool also moved downwards normally, as did vegetable oils, 
There was a very striking reduction in imports of metal ores and 
scrap in September, from the high levels of recent months. Iron 
ore and iron and steel scrap accounted for over half the fall, but 
non-ferrous metal ores and concentrates also shared in the decline. 
Materials showing a rise in September were rubber, woodpulp, 
and cotton, with a particularly sharp increase in arrivals of American 
cotton. 

Arrivals of mineral fuels and lubricants were sharply reduced in 
September. The fall was mainly in petroleum, etc., which was very 
high in August; taking August and September together, imports 
were at much the same rate as in the previous few months. Coal 
imports in September continued the general downward trend shown 
earlier in the year. Amongst goods classed as manufactures, there 
was a fall in non-ferrous metals, including smaller quantities of

Import and Export 


THE IMPORT AND EXPORT price index numbers both rose by one 
point in September; the terms of trade consequently were unchanged 
at 97 (1954 average = 100). 

The rise of one point to 104 in the import index was due to a two 
point rise to 108 in the fuels index, where higher freight rates on crude 
oil imports played a part, and a one point rise to 107 in the index for 
basic materials, where a rise in raw wool prices was mainly responsible. 

Among exports, where the index, at 107, was also one point higher, 
a further rise of one point to 109 in the index for engineering products

and a two point increase to 101 in the textiles index was partly offset 
by a fall of one point each in the index numbers for metals and for 
the ‘other’ manufactured goods category. 

These index numbers are constructed from average values calculated 
from the values and quantities recorded against selected headings in 
the monthly Trade and Navigation Accounts. The Board of Trade 
Journal of March 26, 1955, page 658, explains the method more fully 
and shows figures from January 1953 on the base 1954 = 100.

copper and copper alloys, and chemicals were also down. Imports 
of steel and of finished manufactures remained at the lower level 
recorded in August. 

A more detailed review of the trade figures for the first three quarters 
of 1956 will appear in the Board of Trade Journal on October 27. 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and 
re-exports were published on October 19* and further analysis of the 
figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on 
Overseas Trade for Novembert due to be published on or about 
November 19. 


United Kingdom Exports to North America 


UNITED KINGDOM exports to North America in September were 
valued at £33-1 million. They included a further instalment of nearly 
£3 million silver bullion repayments to the U.S.A., bringing the 
total of such repayments in the last six months to nearly £15 million. 
Excluding this special item, the total value of exports to North America 
in the first nine months of 1956 was £292 million, over 26 per cent. 
more than in the same period of 1955. 


Exports to the U.S.A. in September were £20°5 million. Excluding 
silver bullion repayments, exports in the first nine months of 1956 
totalled £159 million, 23 per cent. more than in the same period 
of 1955. 


Exports to Canada in September were £12°6 million. The total 
value of exports in the first nine months of 1956, £133 million, was 
30 per cent. more than in the same period of 1955.

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How the Motor Show Responds to ‘a Year of Check 
and Challenge’ 


THE MOTOR SHOW, now drawing the usual throng of visitors to 
Earls Court, London, represents a whole industry’s reaction to ‘a 
year of check and challenge.’ The case for regarding the Show as 
the most important since the war was so expressed before the opening 
by Dr. F. Llewellyn Smith, Deputy President of the sponsoring 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders. The past 12 months, 
he said, had seen ‘the credit squeeze, the clamp-down on car imports 
by our major markets in Australia and New Zealand, and serious 
labour disputes.’ At the same time there had been a rapid growth in 
the strength of foreign competition. 

The Show thus had to reflect some re-orientation within the 
industry: many of the British models on view are accordingly models 
of future policy. They are intended to meet the impact of world 
conditions; they are ‘the outcome of testing and development for 
world service in all their stages from first prototype to final product.’ 
Dr. Llewellyn Smith acknowledged that some critics would still 
think the results too conservative. Visitors to the Show — and still 
more those who try the new models — are now able to compare them 
on the spot with some of the rival products that have come to Earls 
Court from abroad. Though Britain naturally commands the greatest 
share of the exhibiting space, the Show is an international event and 
other countries represented at it this year are Canada, Czechoslovakia, 
France, Germany, Italy, Sweden and the United States. 

Well over 500 exhibitors in all are showing 290 cars, 61 caravans, 
12 motor boats, and innumerable components and accessories, There 
are, in fact, nearly five times as many stands in the Accessory and 
Component Section as in the Car Section, but, as always, complete 
and finished cars are the most popular attractions. 

The Show opened on Wednesday and will close next Saturday, 
October 27. 


Helping the Driver 

The sponsors believe that the most prominent of all developments 
among British models at this year’s event is the adoption of automatic 
and semi-automatic transmission devices in answer to the growing 
demand for ease of driving. About 20 of the cars exhibited, large and 
small, are so equipped. Seven leading makers are offering the Borg- 
Warner Automatic Transmission which consists of a 3-element 
torque converter working in conjunction with an automatically 
controlled 3-speed planetary gearbox. The firm has a big new 
automotive transmission factory at Letchworth, Herts. 

Since fully automatic transmission is usually expected in America, 
here is something on which we may hope to build an expansion of 
dollar exports. The same purpose in easier driving is served also by 
the Show’s emphasis on the extension of power-assisted steering for 
the bigger and heavier cars; and it is noticeable also that disc brakes 
are gaining favour among the exhibiting manufacturers. 

Some or all of these improvements are exemplified at the Show in 
the new or re-fashioned models exhibited by Austin’s and the 
Nuffield Organization, among others. 


Austin’s New Exhibits 

Austin’s offer automatic or semi-automatic transmission with all 
but the smallest of their saloon cars. They are showing their new 
automatic Princess IV; the Austin Healey 100 Six; the A.105, a 100 
m.p.h. saloon now restyled with the ‘low-look’ and available with 
automatic gearbox; a new A.95 Westminster in both saloon and 
Countryman versions, also available with automatic gearbox; the 
A.50 Cambridge, offered with manumatic clutch operation; and the 
restyled A.35 saloon with new 950 c.c. engine and gearbox. (The 
automatic gearbox and manumatic clutch give two-pedal control.) 

All the medium and large-capacity saloons in this range have new, 
low lines, achieved by modifying the suspension — and in the A.50 by 
smaller wheels — not by loss of head-room. In the A.95 saloon (suc- 
cessor to the A.90) the wheelbase is increased by two inches to 105} 
ins. (2°68 m.), while the entire rear half of the body is completely 
new. The rear wings and boot (of increased capacity) have a new 
streamlined appearance: a much larger ‘wrap-around’ rear window 


improves visibility. The frontal treatment includes a new, wide, 
radiator grille incorporating flashing direction indicators, 
bumpers and overriders are fitted. For greater safety the top of the 
fascia is upholstered, and the steering wheel spokes are “dished.” 


The Princess IV has a new six-cylinder, 4-litre, overhead-valve 
engine fitted with twin S.U. carburetters, and has a power output of 
150 b.h.p. at 4,100 r.p.m. Power is transmitted through a fluid coupling 
(replacing the clutch) to epicyclic gear units which are hydraulically 
governed to operate at specific speed/load ratios. 

Each A.95 model is powered by the 2°6 litre six-cylinder engine. 
The A.105 has high-output version of the same engine with a twin 
carburetter and a wide range of additional equipment. With the A.35 
the makers hope to improve on the A,30’s reputation for ‘performance 
with economy’ : the new four-speed gearbox with close-ratio. ‘third’ 
and ‘top’ has a quick-action change controlled by a short sports-car 
type gear lever floor-mounted (on the propeller shaft tunnel). Styling 
changes include a large curved rear window; independent flashing 
indicators are fitted. 

The Austin Healey 100 Six is exhibited as ‘basically the same car, 
though more suited to everyday use,’ as that in which Mr. Donald 
Heaiey broke several long-standing records on the Bonneville Salt 
¥lats in Utah during August. It is priced somewhat lower than the 
model it replaces. 


Higher Compression Ratios 


The Nuffield Organization have in most cases given their existing 
engines higher compression ratios, raising the maximum b.h-.p. and 
thermal efficiency. Two models, however, are now fitted with power 
units of increased capacity. The Morris Minor 1000 has a new engine 
of 950 c.c. with an 8-3 to 1 compression ratio and a higher maximum 
b.h.p. of 37, while the Morris Cowley 1500 has the B.M.C. ‘B’ type 
engine of 1,489 c.c. The extra power available is said to give the 
Minor, for example, a top speed of about 75 m.p.h., with 60 m.p.h. 
obtainable in third gear. (In those countries where suitable octane 
petrol is not obtainable, the former compression ratios will be 
retained.) 

New lines have been given to the Morris Isis, Oxford and Cowley 
models, with sloping, fluted bonnets, and, on the saloons, restyled 
rear wings. The Mincr 1000 has a one-piece curved windscreen 
and a larger rear window. In the M.G. range, the ‘A’ type sports 
car is now available in coupe form with wrap-round rear screen and 
winding side windows. A detachable hard-top is available as an optional 
extra for the open version. The Magnette is available in standard form 
or with a ‘wrap-round’ rear window, and all the new exhibits incorpor- 
ate changes and additions designed to provide more comfort, safety 
and ease of driving. Most important of the optional extras are the 
Borg-Warner automatic transmission for the Morris Isis and Wolseley 
6/90, and manumatic clutch operation for the Morris Oxford, Wolseley 
15/50 and M.G. Magnette. Overdrive can be fitted to the Isis, 6/90 
and Pathfinder models. 


Rootes’ New Singer 


The Rootes Group are showing the Lg 8 notable result of their 
deal with Singer’s nine months ago. This is the Singer Gazelle, a 
new 1} litre model intended to give economical high performance 
with obvious elegance and special attention to safety. The 4-cylinder, 
1496 c.c. Singer engine is retained with a new compression ratio 
of 7:5 to 1, an overhead camshaft and 52-5 b.h.p. at 4,500 r.p.m. 
There is a four-speed synchromesh gearbox, and the clutch is worked 
from a pendant pedal which ought to reduce the intake of draughts 
and dust. The car is the first Singer to have unitary construction: 
this allows it a lower centre of gravity with the stresses more evenly 
distributed. The fittings and other ‘appointments’ are exceptional 
fora car of its price. 

A new edition of the Sunbeam Rapier (1-4 litre) is on show with a 
twin-carburetter 67°5 b.h.p. engine, similar to those in the cars that 
won the first two places of their class in the last Mille Miglia Road 
Race. Power is thus increased, but the price remains unchanged. 
The Sunbeam Mark III Saloon, on the other hand, has been reduced 
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in price by £70-or by £105 including purchase tax. Its 2}-litre 
overhead valve engine develops 85-5 b.h.p. and offers a speed of 
95 m.p.h. to those who think they need it. 

The 1957 Humber Super Snipe has fully automatic transmission, 
and the makers believe it to be one of the lowest-priced ‘no clutch, 
no gear lever’ cars yet produced in Europe. The flexibility and 
performance of the 4138 c.c. 6-cylinder engine appear to be improved 
accordingly. The Humber Hawk Estate car has come down in price 
notwithstanding the introduction of a rear window that can be 
wound down into the tail gate for better ventilation. 

The Hillman Minxes on view are attending their first exhibition 
in Britain, though they are not strictly new. They appear in three 
versions called the De Luxe Saloon, the Convertible and the Special 
Saloon. The familiar engine has been developed to a compression 
ratio of 8:1 and 51 b.h.p. at 4,600 r.p.m., and the makers emphasize 
the attention they have given to the car’s road-holding, steering, 
extra braking power and vision, and the grouping of the instruments. 
The pedals are of the pendant type. 

There are also, of course, some ‘special’ exhibits that were perhaps 
not expected or intended to attract an immediate rush of ardent 
purchasers demanding prompt delivery. Among them are the Rover 
gas-turbine car in its latest form; a similarly powered vehicle by the 
Renault Company; the Lotus new Formula II racing car; the Buick 
Centurion which gives the driver a rear view on a T V screen from 
a closed-circuit camera in the boot; and Mr. Donald Campbell’s 
turbo-jet hydroplane ‘Bluebird’ which recently broke the world’s 
water speed record again. 

Also in the Show are cars with air-conditioning systems and fitted 
with ‘Espresso’ coffee machines; a new 34 ft. motor cruiser fitted with 
twin diesels and capable of 17 knots; and an all-plastic caravan, 
claimed to be the first to be produced completely in that material 
without a steel chassis and introduced here for the first time. 


New Tyres 


In the Tyre Section Dunlop’s show an improved version of the 
‘Fort,’ which has been given a ‘triple cut’ tread. This is said to make 
the tyre safer and quieter with better road-holding and longer, more 
even, wear. It is offered with or without tube, and with either white 
or black sidewalls. On the same stand are a Rolls Royce white sidewall 
tubeless tyre and a white sidewall tubeless tyre of standard pattern. 

The tyre service equipment on show includes a new wheel camber 
castor and king-pin gauge and a comprehensive range of air com- 
pressors, alignment gauges, tyre spreaders, jacks, tyre and wheel 
balancing equipment. Tubeless tyres can be repaired here during the 
Show with the maker’s own special kit, and other exhibits are a tourni- 
quet for fitting tubeless tyres, a submerging tool, and a water tank 
for testing. 

W. Goodyear & Sons have here a display of spoked-disc, ventilated- 
disc, plain-disc and wire wheels. 


Accessories 


A new electronic engine tester is demonstrated by a firm (Crypton 
Equipment Ltd.) showing nine new accessories among their exhibits 
of electrical service equipment — new battery chargers and testers, 
headlamp aligners, and flywheel magneto testers. The makers consider 
it the most important item of equipment they have yet produced: its

Value of Overseas Patent Rights 


To the Editor, the Board of Trade Journal. 

Sir, - In the course of our consulting practice we deal with a great 
variety of international matters in connection with trade promotion 
and agreements on technical subjects, not the least of which is the 
exploitation of patented inventions by way of licence. 

While we receive from overseas, constant demands on our services 
to find licensees in this country under foreign-owned British Patents 
covering inventions which have achieved success in their countries 
of origin, we find very little awareness among British firms of the 
value of their overseas Patent rights, in spite of our efforts to draw 
attention to this very profitable export, which needs no import of raw 
materials, Firms with the necessary resources may maintain special 
Departments for the purpose, but there must be many hundreds of 
firms who fail to appreciate the value of their overseas patents and 
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purpose is to locate in the least time the most elusive source of trouble 
in the most complicated engine, doing the work of several instruments 
upon a number of engine components simultaneously. That is to say, 
the work of detecting where the fault lies, not of proving what the 
precise trouble is or of correcting it. The firm’s new headlamp aligner 
is made to designs by the Road Safety section of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. ; 

On Edison Swan’s stand are a new portable battery charger capable 
of charging a 6 volt or 12 volt battery at 25 amps., and the more 
familiar 5 amp. charger for the private motorist or garage owner. 
Car cables and motor-lamp bulbs made by Siemens are there, too. 

New sparking plugs using silver as well as platinum are shown by 
the K.L.G. Company. e firm explain that they have introduced 
silver because, in replacing the more conventional alloy hitherto 
used to back the platinum tip, it gives greater efficiency. Silver is 
at the very top of the heat-conductivity scale for metals, and, applied 
to the platinum-pointed plugs, this results in still longer life and an 
extended heat range. Moreover, being in the precious metal range, 
silver, they say, also has a superior resistance to chemical corrosion, 

As ‘interference suppression’ is compulsory, the firm also show a 
plug-cover incorporating a resistor which can be connected to the 
ignition lead. And they have a range of heater plugs of the single and 
double pole type for use in diesel engines. 

A new car-heater from Wingard’s, of Chichester, is offered for 
medium-sized family cars with the suggestion that on maximum 
boost it will serve in larger models. It is designed to use waste heat 
from the engine to warm the interior of the car and to demist or defrost 
the windscreen. Its radiator draws hot water from the engine’s cooling 
system, and air is circulated through the heating coils by an electric 
fan which can be used to cool the inside of the car in summer when 
the driver cuts off the hot water. There is also a new sump heater 
from the same manufacturers: it is designed to burn four pints of 
paraffin in 400 hours of continuous use, and the makers are confident 
that they have eliminated all risk of its tipping over in situ. 

Impressive claims are made for a new oil ring exhibited by Sheep- 
bridge Engineering Ltd. for motorists troubled by excessive oil 
consumption. The makers say that when one very old light car was 
fitted with this ring its mileage per gallon of oil rose from 600 to 
4,250, and another improved its m.p.g. ten times over. The ring, 
chromium-plated, has been designed to reduce friction so as to main- 
tain engine performance without any machining of existing grooves. 

Ferodo Limited are again showing new types of friction materials, 
new grades of brake lining. A moulded heavy-duty lining, reinforced 
with random strands of asbestos spun on brass wire, has been specially 
developed for certain types of high-performance cars. The firm also 
exhibit a new clutch facing for use on American cars. Its moulded 
material has grooves on the working face in keeping with current 
American practice. 

For those who must have ‘the wireless’ with their motoring a new 
attraction is a transistorized radio set for cars. The makers (Pye) 
believe it to be the first of its type on the market outside the United 
States; it is a ‘hi-fi? model for 12-volt systems. Pye are also showing a 
six-valve set for long-distance reception, a selection of radio-telephone 
equipment for cars or other vehicles, and even a transistorized 
electronic megaphone which is intended to out-shout the noise of 
engines at motor sports or, say, in large car parks. 


consequently make no effort to reap benefit from them in their own 
and the national interest. 

The lack of effort is, no doubt, due in part to the patentee’s lack of 
the necessary overseas contacts and expert advice, but it has occurred 
to us that much could be done to increase this neglected but profitable 
form of export by publicity in the Board of Trade Journal. 

Reference to statistics shows that West Germany, for instance, 
pays and receives millions of pounds per year in royalties although 
the German Patent Office was only re-constituted as recently as 1949. 
It is a curious fact which possibly emphasizes the indifference to the 
matter, that the corresponding figures for this country appear to be 
unknown. 

The export of the products of our brains demands no corresponding 
import of raw materials and the returns constitute nett profit - 
frequently in hard currencies. — Yours, etc.

U.K. Balance of Payments 
Improved in First Half Year 


A WHITE PAPER® on the United Kingdom Balance of Payments 
1946-56 (Cmd. 9871), published on October 10, shows that in the 
first half of 1956, the United Kingdom paid her way in her current 
transactions with the rest of the world and had a substantial current 
surplus. This was a big improvement on 1955, when there was only a 
small surplus in the first half-year and a large deficit in the second. 


The United Kingdom had a current surplus of £144 million in 
the half-year, compared with one of £18 million in the first half of 
1955. The improvement is mainly due to an increase in export earnings 
of £168 million while imports only rose £36 million. (Between the 
second half of 1955 and the first half of this year imports fell a little.) 


The improvement over a year earlier was almost entirely with the 
non-sterling world, with which we had a surplus of £31 million:

This improvement in our balance with non-sterling countries was 
brought about because our earnings from exports to them rose by 
£147 million (18 per cent.) whereas our payments for imports from 
them rose only £51 million; and use our invisible balance with 
them (excluding Defence Aid) improved by £53 million (Defence 
Aid fell by £24 million). 


U.K. and Sterling Area 


In contrast to recent experience, the improvement in the Sterling 
Area balance with the rest of the world is almost entirely due to this 
improvement in the United Kingdom balance 


‘The whole sterling area’s balance with the rest of the world improved 
from £7 million in the first half of 1955 to £135 million in the first 
half of 1956. The rest of the sterling area’s balance with non-sterling 
countries was virtually unchanged:

£9 million ($25 million) in the first half of 1956, compared with 
£33 million ($94 million) a year earlier. On the other hand, offshore 
sales to the United States Government were higher (£32 million, 
$90 million, first half 1956, compared with £16 million, $46 million, 
first half 1955). 

There was net improvement in reserves and overseas sterling

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Purchase Tax on Picture Frames 
and Framing Operations 


Tue Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
liability and valuation for tax purposes of frames for pictures, photo- 
graphs, etc., and framing operations, and after consultation with 
the trade have decided as follows: 

1. Frames. Frames of a type not exempt from tax sold by a registered 
trader to any unregistered customers are liable to tax, whether the 
frame is supplied by itself or on an order to frame a picture, photo- 

graph, certificate, eee. blue-print or similar article supplied 
by a customer. 

2. Framinc Orpers. Where a frame is made to a particular order 
from a customer to frame his picture, etc., tax may be limited to the 
joined frame, the value of the glass, backing, etc., being omitted 
provided they are not in themselves chargeable articles. This arrange- 
ment does not apply where a ready-made frame complete with glass, 
backing, etc., is used. On an order to frame a customer’s picture, etc., 
by passe-partout or similar method, tax is payable on the charge 
made for the job, adjusted to the wholesale level. 

3. Framep Pictures, etc. In the case of pictures, etc., chargeable 
under Group 25 which are sold framed with a frame, the 
picture and the frame are regarded as two articles and tax is payable 

- at the appropriate rate on each In such cases, the tax 
on the frame must be charged on the complete frame, including glass, 
backing, etc. 

In the case of a picture which is not chargeable under Group 25 
(e.g. an original painting) sold framed, the picture and frame may be 

ed as one article not chargeable with tax. But tax on an elaborate 
or expensive frame cannot be avoided by inserting a relatively worthless 
non-chargeable picture. In the case of a picture sold in a frame, which 
is designed so that the picture can readily be changed the frame is 
chargeable with tax whether the contained picture is chargeable 
or not, 

4. Artictes Outsipe Score or Group 25, Where articles which 
are not in themselves chargeable under Group 25, such as non- 
pictorial date cards, pictorial advertisements bearing an imprint 
relating to particular goods, etc. (but not including mirrors), are 
sold in or with a frame, liability is determined on the basis of he 
articles separately. Thus, in the examples given, the date cards are 
liable under Group 34 and the pictorial advertisements are not 
chargeable; but the frame in, or with which, they are sold is, in each 
case, chargeable under Group 25 (c). Framed mirrors are chargeable 
as a whole under Group 11 (c), but where a picture framer frames a 
customer’s mirror tax may be limited to the joined frame, as in 
paragraph 2 above. 


Valuation for Tax Purposes 


5. Frames. For sales of frames to private customers the tax- 
exclusive retail selling price less 33} per cent. will be regarded as an 
acceptable value for tax purposes in those cases where the manu- 
facturer’s retail selling price is, in common trade practice, computed 
by doubling his cost of manufacture. Other cases will require indi- 
vidual consideration. 

For sales of frames to retailers the tax value will normally be the 
full price charged, exclusive of tax.

E.C.G.D. Business During Third

THE EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT have given 
details of their ‘commercial’ business (under Section 1 of the Export 
Guarantees Acts). The number of short-term policies current at the 
end of the saad te eae of 1956 was 4,026 compared with 3,980 
at the beginning , and 3, 886 at the end of the corre- 
sponding quarter last year. 

The face value of short-term policies current at the end of the 
quarter was £534-5 millions, compared with £480-0 millions at the 
beginning of the quarter, and £489-3 millions at the end of the 
corresponding quarter last year. 

New medium-term business to the face value of £18-1 millions 
was transacted during the quarter, compared with £23-2 millions 
in the previous quarter and £9-2 millions in the corresponding 
quarter last year. 

The gross value of all short-term and medium-term insured 
business (including external trade) declared as shipped during the 
quarter amounted to £98-2 millions, compared with £100-5 millions 
in the previous quarter and £91-9 millions in the corresponding 
quarter last year. 

During the quarter ended September 30, 1956, the Department 
assumed liability: 

under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act 1949 (as 
amended by the 1951 and 1952 Acts), up to a maximum of 
£99,839,904 in respect of guarantees amounting to £185,261,598; 

under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act 1949 (as 
amended by the 1952 Act), up to a maximum of £16,052,195 
in respect of guarantees amounting to £21,199,987.

Statistics of the British Film Industry 
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Results for the Second Quarter of 1956 


THE DECLINE in cinema attendances continued in the second quarter 
of 1956. Admissions totalled 279 millions, 9 per cent. fewer than for 
the second quarter of 1955. This represented an average of 5-6 visits 
to the cinema in the quarter per head of population compared with 
6:2 visits a year earlier. Admissions were 2 per cent. below those for 
the previous quarter, which is slightly more than the usual seasonal 
fall in the second quarter of the year. 

These figures were compiled from returns from 4,424 cinemas 
(all but eight of those known to have been operating commercially 
in the exhibition of 35 mm. films) with a seating capacity of 4,078,000 
seats (out of a total of 4,083,000 seats). 

The fall in attendances compared with the second quarter of 1955 
was greater than average in the North Western and Midland Regions 
(13 per cent. and 11 per cent. respectively). A contributory factor 


may have been the availability of commercial television in the 
Manchester area from May 5, 1956, and in the Birmingham area from 
mid-February. The Eastern, South Western and Southern Regions 
showed small increases in admissions compared with the first quarter 
of 1956, due possibly to the beginning of the holiday seasonal increase. 

Cinemas in all size groups have shown decreases in admissions 
compared with the second quarter of 1955. The smallest cinemas, 
seating 250 or fewer, were least affected and, indeed, showed an 
increase in admissions over the previous quarter of 3 per cent. 

Gross takings in the second quarter of 1956, at £25,436,000, 
were over 7 per cent. below those for the corresponding quarter of 
1955 and showed little variations in the Regions from the pattern 
of admissions.

International Standards to Help World Trade 


THE EXPORT PANEL of the British Standards Institution has 
recently issued a statement on the policies it advocates with regard 
to international work on standards. Thousands of copies of the 
statement have been sent to industrial and trade associations for distri- 
bution to a large number of individual firms. 

B.S.I’s Export Panel was set up just over two years ago to advise 
the Institution on how it could best assist the export trade. Chairman 
of the Panel is Mr. J. L. S. Steel, Export Director of Imperial Chemical 
Industries. The other members are: Mr. William Hughes (Under 
Secretary, Board of Trade); Mr. D. Maxwell Buist (Export Director 
of the British Electrical and Allied Manufacturers’ Association); 
Mr. Leslie Gamage (Vice-Chairman and Joint-Managing Director 
of the General Electric Co. Ltd., and President of the Institute of 
Export); Sir Ernest Goodale (Chairman and Managing Director, 
Warner and Sons Ltd.); Mr. R. L. Wills (George Wills and Sons 
Ltd.); Mr. Hector McNeil (Deputy Managing Director, Babcock 
and Wilcox Ltd.); and Mr. J. W. Ridgeway (Edison Swan Electric 
Co. Ltd.). 

The statement points out that the Export Panel of the British 
Standards Institution was set up in 1954 to advise on matters of 
major policy in relation to B.S.I’s work affecting the export trade. 
In considering the value of British Standards in the sphere of exports, 
one of the Panel’s main concerns has been the policy of the B.S.I. 
towards the main international organizations concerned with standards 
matters — the International Organization for Standardization (1.S.O.) 
and the International Electrotechnical Commission (I.E.C.). The 
views put forward in this statement are mainly concerned with this 
particular effort in the overseas field but are also relevant to the more 
general question of the framing of British Standards to suit the needs 
of overseas markets. 

The work on international standards has increased greatly in recent 
years, the statement continues. At the same time there has been a 
rapid growth of national standards in countries overseas, The develop- 
ment of internationally agreed standards in a world where national 
standards are rapidly increasing in scope and number is obvious sense. 
It provides the opportunity to secure the unification of basic require- 
ments in national standards and so to reduce the disparities which 
would become increasingly damaging to international trade, 

The Export Panel believe that this country, with its dependence 
on exports to a wide variety of markets, will gain much more than it 
will lose by a policy aimed at securing the international acceptance of 
common standards for basic features. This is particularly important 


for those goods ~ and they form a vital section of British exports - 
where specification plays an important part in 

Because of this, the Export Panel think it essential that this country 
should participate actively and with the best possible representation 
in the Committees of 1.5.0. and IL.E.C. Unless we do so we cannot 
expect the internationally agreed recommendations to take proper 
account of the views of British Industry and British exporters. In 
advocating this policy the Panel do not of course question the long 
established policy of Commonwealth co-operation on the alignment 
of standards, a policy which they fully support and which is not 
inconsistent with the effort on a wider multilateral front but will 
indeed often be a prerequisite of it. Nor do the Panel overlook the 
need to see that for certain dimensional features the international 
recommendation is so drafted as to provide for both the inch and 
metric systems. 

It has been shown on many occasions that where we have already a 
well-conceived and widely accepted British Standard our influence 
on the international recommendation is so much the greater. For this 
reason, and generally in the interests of export trade, our s 
must be prepared taking full account of practices overseas; we cannot 
expect British Standards to be accepted abroad merely for traditional 
reasons. If, however, British Standards can be embodied in inter- 
national recommendations they gain a wider validity and an increased 
value for British industry. We should, therefore, not be slow in 
developing British Standards in any field which is likely to be the 
subject of international consideration, 


Difficult issues will arise in deciding if, or how far, we should 
modify accepted British practice and techniques in order to secure, 
or to fall into line with, an internationally agreed recommendation, 
or again in order to follow the specifications of important overseas 
markets. Clearly, this must depend on the merits of the individual case. 
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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry in 
August 


ALTHOUGH THE SEASONAL rise in the volume of production in 
the cotton industry in August was not so marked as in 1955, output 
in the three holiday months June to August was at about the same 
level as in the corresponding period a year ago. Production in the 
first eight months of this year was 7 per cent. less than a year ago. 

The reduction of about 1,000 in the numbers of persons on 
employers’ books during August was the smallest since February. 
Over the period January-August the numbers declined by about 
es compared with a reduction of about 26,000 over the same period 

it year. 

The output of woven cotton and rayon and mixture cloths in the three 


months June to August was a little below the level of the corresponding 
months of 1955 but the quantity of cotton, rayon and mixture yarns 
spun was virtually the same. The total output of woven cloth in the 
period January-August was 8 per cent. less than a year ago; an 
increase of 4 per cent. for rayon and mixture cloths being more than 
offset by a decrease for cotton cloth. A similar pattern was shown in 
the output of yarns so far this year. There was an increase of 11 per 
cent. for spun rayon and mixture yarns and a decrease of 8 per cent. 
for single and doubled cotton yarns compared with the first eight 
months of 1955.

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Output of Plastics Materials.in the First Half of 1956 


Tue ourput of plastics materials for the first half of 1956 was 
168,000 tons, nearly 4 per cent. higher than the first six months of 
1955. This represented a considerable slackening of the previous rate 
of increase which for 1955 was 16 per cent. above the previous year. 
Increased exports in the first half year appear to have absorbed most 
of the increased output, and it would appear that, taking into account 
a fall in imports of over 3,000 tons, home consumption of plastics 
materials was slightly lower than in the first six months of 1955. 


Both the thermoplastic and the thermosetting groups showed 
considerably smaller increases than usual, output for the first half of 
1956 being respectively 5 per cent. and 3 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. In the thermosetting group, net sales of phenolic and cresylic 
materials were actually 6 per cent. lower than in the first half of 1955 
and accounted for only 40 per cent. of the group compared with 
nearly 45 per cent. in 1955. Sales of alkyd resins on the other hand 
were 10 per cent. higher than a year earlier due, no doubt, to the 
greater activity in the paint trade, particularly during the second 
quarter of this year when paint production was 9 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier. The production of polyesters has also been rising 
rapidly; sales during the first six months of this year were already 
greater than those for the whole of 1955. The other thermosetting 
materials showed little change, 


In the thermoplastic group there was a fall in sales of polyvinyl 
chlorides (—5 per cent.) and cellulose plastics (—7 per cent.) compared 
with the first half of 1955. In the case of the former the fall in sales 
may be due in part to the slackening in demand for plastics materials 
used in the motor industry. Polystyrene sales declined in the first 
quarter of 1956, but recovered in the second quarter to a level slightly 
higher than that of the last quarter of 1955; this brought total deliveries 
for the half year to a level nearly 11 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. Polythene sales continued to increase rapidly, being over 
30 per cent. higher than a year earlier, while acrylics and polyamides 
also showed substantial increases. 


Exports of plastics materials continued to rise, and for the first six 
months of 1956, amounted to over 47,000 tons compared with 40,500 
tons for the corresponding period of 1955. Acrylics and polystyrene 
made up a considerable part of this rise. 


The figures on output were compiled from returns obtained by the 
Board of Trade from over 160 firms known to be manufacturing 
plastics materials, whether for sale or for use in the production of 
plastics goods or other goods containing plastics materials. The 
figures are free of any duplication, or double counting of plastics 


Conference on Protection from

and several other scientists of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority; Sir Harold Himsworth and other members of the Medical 

Research Council; specialists from a number of hospitals and research 
institutions; and representatives of the four major electrical under- 
takings concerned in the development of nuclear energy.

Greater Use of Government Export Services 
Urged at Managers’ Conference 


A PLEA for.the greater use of the government’s export services was 
made by Sir Patrick Hamilton, in his address to a conference of 1,200 
industrial managers in London, on October 9.

Britain and Western Germany 
as O.E.E.C. Sees Them 


THE UNITED KINGDOM and Western Germany are the subjects of 
the two latest pamphlets issued by O.E.E.C. in their series of studies 
of several countries’ economic conditions. In each instance the period 
covered is the eighteen months ending at the middle of this year, 
and the survey represents the agreed view of O.E.E.C. as a whole 
after consideration of information submitted by the Government of 
the country concerned, 

Pes pamphlet on the Untrep Kincpom notes the gains achieved 

consequence of the Government’s special measures between 
— 1955 and April 1956, but ude that they should not be 
allowed to obscure the basic problems that remain, Of these it puts 
first the danger that cost inflation through rising wages, and in turn 
rising prices, may undermine Britain’s competitive position in foreign 
markets; the second is that ‘the current balance-of-payments surplus 
still needs to be built up to ensure the underlying strength that 
sterling needs as a world currency’; the third is the check to the rise 
of industrial production over the past year. ‘Further redeployment of 
productive resources is necessary to enable the growth of the economy 
to resume.’ 

Parallel passages in the report on WesTeRN GERMANY note that 
production there is ‘still expanding extremely fast’; and though the 
rate of increase has slowed down in recent months with the approach 
to full employment of resources, it is expected to remain higher than 
in most industrialized countries. A high rate of investment makes 
probable a continued rapid improvement of productivity. Prices and 
wages have risen, but inflationary ures have been less serious 
than in many O.E.E.C. countries. Phe t balance-of-payments surplus 
has become ever larger, and it is the rising foreign demand for German 
industrial products that has been a major factor in the growth of 
pressure on domestic resources. The authorities have taken steps to 
restrain internal demand, but these measures have tended to increase 
the foreign trade surplus and to encourage a considerable short-term 
inflow of capital into Germany.

Annual Abstract of Statistics 


Tue 1956 epition (No. 93) of the Annual Abstract of Statistics 
was published by the Central Statistical Office on Monday and is 
now on sale at all branches of H.M. Stationery Office, price one 
guinea. 

This issue contains new tables on the estimated future total popula- 
tion of the United Kingdom, public libraries, registered unemployed 
in Northern Ireland, employment vacancies unfilled in Northern 
Ireland, the appropriation account of public corporations, and on 
income tax and surtax rates and allowances. 

Other changes are the addition of new series to existing tables and 
some substantial revisions. Among the tables principally affected by 
these alterations are those concerned with educational building in 
England and Wales, gas production and sales, industrial alcohol, index 
numbers of import and export prices, national income and expenditure, 
income liable to income tax, the interim index of retail prices and the 
index numbers of wholesale prices. 

The Abstract gives annual figu they are available, for 
1938 and each year from 1946 to 1 Se Some ain include the early 
months of 1956. Thus it is recorded that the index of industrial 

production for manufacturing industries was 41-9 per cent. higher in 
1985 than in 1948, and that in 1955 there were increases in 
the output of plastics and fabricated aluminium. Net sales of plastics 
materials at 324,120 tons were 16 per cent. higher than in 1954. 
Production of fabricated aluminium at 313-5 thousand tons was 18 per 
cent. more than in 1954 and appreciably higher than in any earlier 
year. The output of engineering products shows a fairly uniform 
increase in all major items. Over half a million more television sets 
were produced in 1955 than in 1954 — 1,771,000 in 1955 and 1,237,000 
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in 1954; The number of road vehicles with licences current in yo 
ber 1955 was over twice the pre-war figure. The number of new 
registrations in 1955 (906,685) was the highest ever recorded; over 
half a million of these were private cars and 162,000 goods vehicles.

This revision of BS84 applies to threads of Whitworth form used 
for general engineering purposes, but not to special applications, 
such as those requiring ce fits. 

The standard includes tables of basic sizes,  liraits and tolerances 
for British Standard Whitworth (B.S.W.) and British Standard Fine 
(B.S.F.) screw threads. 

A new feature is a ‘Selécted Thread’ series of recommended 
diameter-pitch combinations, the table for which follows very closely 
the corresponding table in B.S. 1580; ‘Unified screw threads’. This 
series is for use in applications where the standard coarse (B.S.W.) 
and fine (B.S.F.) pitch series have insufficiently fine pitches.

Population is increasing rapidly, 
agricultural production continues to grow, the older secondary 
industries have expanded and new ones have been established, most 
notably those based on exotic timber and pulp. Road, rail and port 
facilities have been improved, installed hydro-electric capacity has 
been greatly increased and the development of the geothermal resources 
of the North Island has begun. Until 1951 progress was impeded 
by labour unrest among workers in the docks and in primary industries, 
but since then there has been no serious labour trouble. 

This buoyant and expanding economy generates a demand which 
is very large in relation to the country’s population. An increasing 
proportion of the demand for consumers’ goods is satisfied by local 
industry, but large imports are still necessary — and the local manu- 
facturer must import most of his plant, though production of capital 
goods is expanding, and his materials. New Zealand is thus an excellent 
market for a wide variety of goods of all types, all the more attractive 
because of the generally high standard of commercial morality. 

All indications point to continued expansion of the import trade, 
since both population and production for export are steadily rising,

SINCE THE LAST ECONOMIC SURVEY of New Zealand was written 
in 1949, the country has continued to enjoy great prosperity and 


but periodic fluctuations in the rate of expansion are possible because 
of the close connection between New Zealand’s external income and 
the movement of produce prices overseas; further, the kinds of goods 
imported will change as secondary manufacturing grows in size and 
scope, as it is certain to do. The protection given to local industry 
through import control is unlikely to be abandoned in the near future 
and articles made in New Zealand, even if at greater cost, will continue 
to replace similar imported goods. However, industrialization will 
probably proceed more slowly than in the past, so New Zealand should 
offer a good market for many kinds of imported manufactures for a 
long time to come. 


Advantages Worth Nurturing 

For the United Kingdom manufacturer and exporter the New 
Zealand market offers splendid opportunities. The economies of 
the two countries are complementary to a remarkable degree. The one 
must import a large proportion of her requirements of those foodstuffs 
of which the other is at present the world’s greatest exporter, and can 
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unlikely -in the foreseeable future she. must remain by far New 
Zealand’s best market, particularly for meat and dairy products, As 
a supplier the United Kingdom has improved her position: in 1955 
she was supplying over 58 per cent. of all New Zealand’s imports, 
an increase of 10 per cent. on the pre-war figure. 


The United Kingdom could not be more favourably situated to 
take advantage of the opportunities offered. Her position as a supplier 
is materially strengthened by her importance as a buyer and by the 
valuable tariff preferences she enjoys. The close commercial connec- 
tions between the two countries are strengthened by the bonds of 

ion, common allegiance and kinship, and since New Zealand’s 
people continue to be overwhelmingly of British stock these are not 
likely to weaken. 

There is, then, every reason why the United Kingdom should not 
only maintain but even improve her position in the New Zealand 
market; but there is no room for complacency and it would be 
dangerous to tuke success for granted. The import restrictions which 
in recent years have protected Britain against competition from 
North America will not be maintained for ever. Most European 
countries have an adverse balance of trade with New Zealand and 
seek to redress it by increased exports. Australia has long been the 
second largest of New Zealand’s suppliers, her industrial production 
is increasing rapidly and she looks to neighbouring New Zealand to 
provide a market for her growing exports of manufactured goods. 
India is already a serious competitor in cotton textiles and Japan could 
be one in these and other goods but for import restrictions and tariff 
preferences. Nor can the intangible advantages over competitors 
enjoyed by United Kingdom firms in the New Zealand market be 
expected to over-ride the interests of the purchasers if prices are too 
high or the goods offered by foreign competitors have more appeal 
and are more suited to local requirements. The benefit from a reputa- 
tion for quality and good trading practices can be quickly lost. 


Imports and Requirements

A long section of the Survey (Chapter IX) examines in specific 
detail the New Zealand commodity market, its distribution and its 
principal sources of supply. Openings for imports from the United 
Kingdom are mentioned, whether they appear to be very wide and 
comparatively easy or very narrow and difficult. This chapter, in 
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fact, covers the ground so fully that it will repay study by all British 
exporters currently or potentially interested in trade with New 
and. 

The Survey makes the point that good quality is demanded by New 

importers. For consumer goods the general standard is a 
‘better end of medium’ grade, but in recent years, no doubt due to 
prosperous conditions and the ending of exchange allocation, there 
has been a marked increase in the amount of expensive luxury goods 
entering the country; this has been particularly noticeable in such 
articles as domestic earthenware, chinaware and glassware. A high 
standard of workmanship and performance is demanded for capital 
goods. Because of the remoteness of New Zealand from the main 
sources of supply of such goods serious losses can be incurred through 
delays in obtaining replacement parts for machinery. Good perform- 
ance is essential also because manpower in New Zealand is costly and 
must be used sparingly. 

The New Zealand market is highly competitive in all classes of 
goods, and trade with it is eagerly sought by other Commonwealth 
countries and foreign countries. In 1955 visits were paid to New 
Zealand by several trade missions or trade representatives seeking 
increased outlets for the goods manufactured in their countries. 

In the case of goods which are not of a capital nature the com- 
paratively small population of New Zealand aggravates competition. 
Importers strive for exclusiveness and to achieve this tap all possible 
sources of supply, including foreign sources, in their search for 
attractive and well-designed goods. This spreading of buying tends 
to limit the size of orders and some business has been lost to Con- 
tinental manufacturers because of their willingness to accept orders 
for amounts below the minimum set by United Kingdom firms. 
Importers are also constantly in search of articles which will save 

or appear to be designed to serve a purpose more efficiently 
than similar articles already on the market, as the buying public 
in general is very willing to give novelties of this description a trial. 

There is also keen competition for capital goods. In the field of 
capital goods the New Zealand Government and various public bodies

Tee Pees ne Sites Serer Sneiom menufochess shown 
by the New Zealand market extends equally to heavy plant and 
machinery required for public services, but New Zealand faces an 
enormous programme of urgently needed public works which require 
the importation from overseas, on a large scale, of costly machinery 
and plant, with only limited funds to pay for imports. Price, therefore, 
is a most important factor in public works contracts. It should be 
noted in connection with the sale of heavy capital goods that the policy 
of ‘level pricing’ adopted by the member firms of some associations 
of manufacturers is suspect and heartily disliked by most public 
authorities. 

It has been mentioned that a high standard of workmanship and 
performance is required for capital goods, New Zealand manufacturers 
are usually very well informed about North American and Continental 
sources of machinery of the kind they use in their factories and show 
some preference for buying from those sources when the machinery 
required is traditionally associated with them. A similar preference 
for traditional sources of supply is shown for some kinds of farm and 
road machinery. United Kingdom manufacturers seeking to supplant 
foreign suppliers whose machinery is accepted as standard must be 
prepared to go to considerable trouble to convince the customer by 
literature, technical descriptions, and possibly demonstrations, that 
a change will be to his advantage. The complaint is still made that 
United Kingdom manufacturers of machinery fail to give service 
equal to that received from foreign firms, particularly in the provision 
of descriptive literature, blue prints, erection and maintenance 
instructions. 


Organization and Methods of Import Business 


Importers in New Zealand have a strong preference for buying 
direct from actual manufacturers. If this is not possible, they will 
buy from firms holding exclusive export rights from manufacturers, but 
they are seldom willing to consider offers from wholesale merchants 
overseas. 

Most importers, but not all, have connections in the United King- 
dom which may be either head or branch offices, or, as in the majority 
of cases, buying and confirming houses. These United Kingdom 
establishments may perform on behalf of their New Zealand principals 
any of a number of services connected with ordering, expediting and 
paying for goods and arranging for their shipment, but nowadays 
they undertake very little actual buying, as the New Zealand principals 
usually prefer to make their own selections from United Kingdom 
suppliers’ samples. An exception to this practice is most often made 
in buying fashion textile goods and novelty goods for which early 
delivery to the market after production is advantageous. 

A limited amount of group buying is undertaken by New Zealand 
importers. Some retailers handling similar goods in different centres 
place their orders with one London house to-secure the advantages of 
large scale buying, but this practice has not been developed to any 
notable extent. Many retail grocery stores are members of co-operative 
buying organizations in New Zealand, some of which are large. These 
co-operative buying concerns have connections with London export 
houses but a majority of the lines handled in the grocery trade are 
of local production and the range of their imports from the United 
Kingdom is thus limited. 

New Zealand Government representatives in overseas countries 
act as intermediaries in the placing of orders on behalf of the Govern- 
ment Departments responsible for the generation of electricity, 
railways, public works, posts and telegraphs. S tions issued in 
connection with important contracts are usually obtainable or available 
for consultation at the office of the High Commissioner for New 
Zealand in London. When warranted by the importance of the con- 
tract, technical representatives of the nts concerned visit 
London to discuss their requirements with their consulting engineers 
and United Kingdom manufacturers. 

Since New Zealand is a highly competitive market, some form of 
representation is usually necessary in order to secure any volume of 
business. Representation in New Zealand follows the 
with some adaptations to meet local conditions. The greatest number 
of overseas manufacturers are represented by resident manufacturers’ 
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representatives working on a commission basis, but many manu- 
facturers have appointed New Zealand firms to act for them as stockist 
agents. Some firms of New Zealand manufacturers’ representatives, 
particularly in the textile trade, combine both agency functions by 
selling on commission to selected wholesale buyers and by holding 
stocks for sale direct to retailers who are not customers of their 
wholesale clients. Agenvies for machinery are usually held by engineer- 
ing merchants who trade partly as purchasers on their own account 
and partly as agents working on commission. On account of satis- 
factory and long-standing agency arrangements and the limited size 
of the market for many overseas manufacturers, relatively few have 
branch houses or subsidiary firms in New Zealand for selling their 
products; the number of salaried factory representatives in New 
Zealand also is small. Some representatives cover both 
Australia and New Zealand but the two markets are not normally 
linked together as a single agency unit. 


The practice of establishing consignment stocks for use by agents 
or distributors is not common but is sometimes used, particularly 
in distributing commodities which by their nature are slow-selling, 
or which involve heavy investment for outright purchase. 


Distribution 
Distribution in New Zealand is made through wholesale, retail 


and specialized selling channels, all of which, to varying extent, 
import direct from overseas. 


There are several substantial wholesale firms of sound reputation 
in New Zealand; a few have branches in all the principal cities and 
travellers covering the whole country, but most operate in more 
restricted areas. The size of the market narrow specializa- 
tion and most of the larger wholesale houses a fairly wide range 
of goods. All have connections with export houses in the United 
Kingdom: some are branches of London merchant firms while others 
have their own branches in London. 


Stock and station agents, some of which are in a strong financial 
position, play an important part in importing and distributing goods 
to the farming community. These firms are primarily concerned in 
financing farmers and handling their produce but they also sell 
machinery and many goods for the farm and home. Several hold 
agencies or are district distributors for farm and domestic machinery, 
motor cars and wireless sets; some also have retail stores in country 
towns. A similar type of business is conducted by a number of 
farmers’ co-operative associations which, in addition to their wholesale 
trade, have retail departments which may supply most of the farmers’ 
domestic requirements as well as farm requirements. 


The departmental and drapery stores established in the main centres 
of New Zealand (of which only a few have departments covering a 
comprehensive range of household requirements), and two chain-store 
groups selling mainly goods in the cheaper range with branches in 
many cities and towns throughout the country, buy most of their 
requirements from overseas direct. 


Payment for a considerable portion of imports is made from credits 
established in London by the New Zealand importers but a large 
volume of trade is financed by bills of exchange drawn on the importer 
by manufacturers or exporters in the United Kingdom. Bills drawn 
at sight preponderate, but an appreciable number are on 30, 60 or 
90 day terms.

At present there is a pressing shortage of labour in New Zealand. 
There is also the more permanent deterrent to United Kingdom 
manufacturers considering the establishment of New Zealand factories 
of a relatively high industrial cost structure, especially when labour 
cost and labour productivity are a major determinant of cost. Certainly 
no manufacturer should establish such factories without an scan 
careful investigation of these factors and of the likely future market 
demands. Clearly, also, any form of manufacture which demands really 
large scale operation for t and economic production is ruled 
out by the size of the market. On the other cea 9 United Kingdom 
manufacturers who do a substantial trade with New Zealand should 
certainly bear in mind that as time goes on it may become necessary 
to begin assembly or manufacture in New Zealand. The future will 
lie in many instances with the manufacturer who seizes the right 
moment to begin local manufacture. 


The New Zealand Government also welcomes, and does anything 
practicable to facilitate, arrangements between New Zealand and 
overseas manufacturers for the production in New Zealand under 
licence of branded or patented goods. Such arrangements exist for 
the production of many goods originating in the United Kingdom 
and seem to be increasing in number, particularly in the field of 
consumer goods. 


There is no difficulty under exchange control in obtaining per- 
mission to remit profits, interest or dividends in respect of overseas 
investment in New Zealand. Until July 1955, the repatriation of 
capital or capital profits to dollar countries was not normally per- 
mitted, as it was in the case of sterling countries, but in that month 
the Government made an announcement to the effect that the Reserve 
Bank would in future sympathetically consider applications for such 
repatriation in respect of approved projects (i.e., those which would 
aid New Zealand’s economic development). 


Other Topics

Businessmen Going Abroad

‘The Bureau of Customs has ruled that im carpeting which is 
to be cut prior to or at the time of sale to ultimate . unless 
otherwise excepted from individual pursuant to one or more of 
the exceptions set forth in Section 304 (a) (3) of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, shall be legibly and conspi pith the name 
of the country of origin by stencilling, 
method, such marking to begin at the outermost oan of the roll and 
continue at intervals of approximately 5 feet in close proximity to one 
edge and extending the entire length of the roll. 

‘This requirement applies only to such carpeting entered for con- 
sumption or for warehouse after 90 days after the day of publication 
of an abstract of that decision in the weekly Treasury isions.” 


Investigations on Dried Figs, Fig Pastes 
and Dates 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have instituted investiga- 
tions, under the authority of Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustments 
Act, to determine whether dried figs and fig paste, and dates, are being, 
or are practically certain to be, imported into the United States during 
the 1956-1957 crop year under such conditions and in such quantities 
as to render or tend to render ineffective, or materially interfere with, 
the Marketing Order Programmes for the diversion of dates to new 
uses, or to reduce substantially the amount of products processed in 
the United States from domestic figs, fig paste or dates.

Amendment to Drug Rules 


By S.R.O. 1910 of August 20, 1956, the Ministry of Health, Govern- 
ment of India, provides for the following amendment to the Indian 
Drugs Rules 1945: 

For Rule 104 (in Part [X — Labelling and Packing) the following 
rule shall be substituted: 

104. Use of letters L.P., B.P., and B.P.C. The letters ‘I.P.’, ‘B.P’, 
and ‘B.P.C.’ shall be ‘entered on the label of a drug only ‘for the 
penn onanteetne sant se dive ts Si ntecedancs whe seaiand 
set out in the Indian poeia or the British Pharmacopoeia 
or the British Pharmaceutical Codex, as the case may be.

Import Duties Modified 


Glass Tubing. Under S.R.O. 2143 (Customs Noti- 
fication 84) dated September 24, the Government of India exempts 
capillary glass tubing falling under tariff item 60 from the whole 
of the import duty. Customs No. 132 (see Board of Trade Journal 
of September 10, 1955, page 597) is superseded. 


Export Duties 


Linseed Oil. Under S.R.O. 2141 (Customs Notification 83), 
dated September 22, the Government of India have exempted linseed 
oil from the whole of the export duty. Customs Notification 15 (see 
Board of Trade Journal of May 5, page 584), should be amended 
accordingly. 


THAILAND 
Import Regulations Amended 


THE THAI MINISTRY OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS have announced 
that leaf tea and tea dust have been placed under import control. 
These two items should, therefore, be added to the list of controlled 
items published in the Board of Trade Yournal on October 1, 1955 
(page 758-759). 

Imports of these commodities are restricted by the requirement 
that importers must purchase one unit of the locally produced product 
for every ten units imported and they must produce documentary 
evidence that they have purchased the local product before an import 
licence will be granted. 


Control of Paper Imports Relaxed 


The Ministry of Economic Affairs have also announced a relaxation 
in the import control of certain kinds of paper. Importers can now 
import certain types of paper provided they buy locally manufactured 
paper from the Thai Paper Factory in the ratio of one to every three 
units imported.

Belgian Trade Fairs 


BELGIUM is a traditional market for a wide variety of British products, 
and many firms take advantage of its nearness to the United 

and its comparative lack of import restrictions. Some firms, however, 
are not satisfied merely to await orders; they encourage their agents 
to use trade fairs as a practical way of meeting existing customers 
and making new contacts. Belgium offers foreign exporters excellent 
facilities for employing this method of sales promotion. 

The Brussels International Trade Fair is the most important 
and well-known of the Belgian fairs. It will be held from April 27 
to May 12, 1957, in its permanent halls in the Parc du Centenaire on 
the outskirts of Brussels. The 31 trade sections include all kinds of 
consumer goods and capital equipment. Amongst over 1,000,000 
visitors to the 1956 Fair, 14,017 were foreign buyers. Over 4,000 
firms took part in the Fair¢ 313 British firms were represented.

Held at the same time as the Brussels Fair is the Liege Inter- 
national Fair. Smaller than Brussels, the Liege Fair places greater 
stress on exhibits of capital equipment. Mining, metallurgy and 
engineering equipment are important features. Of the 500 firms 
represented at the 1956 Fair, 18 were British, and about 200,000 
visitors attended.

The International Flanders Fair at Ghent will be held from 
September 14-30, 1957. Attracting nearly 500,000 visitors annually, 
this Fair is a suitable shop window for introducing new lines of con- 
sumer goods to the Belgian (especially the Flemish-speaking) general 
public. The number of British firms taking part has been increasing 
in recent years. Figures are not yet available For 1956, but 54 British 
firms were represented at the 1955 Fair which attracted a total of 
nearly 1,300 exhibitors.
